IN LIMBO. 


Absconding Cashier of New Holland 


Bank, Arrested in San Francisco. 


He Has Travelled the World Over to Escape 


Justice, But Is Now Penniless, and 


Anxious to Be Taken Back to 


His Old Home. 


San Francisco, Oct. 24.—John K. 


Brown for 13 years cashier of the 


ion Bank of New Holland, Ohio, is 


under arrest here for embezzlement. 
He disappeared from the bank, August 
8 last and upon Investigating of. his 
accounts, it was found he -was $103,000 
short in his cash. He 
was 
subse- 


quently indicted upon lour charges of 
felony and embezzlement and a close 
search has been made-for him in all 
directions until he was finally located 
here and arre«texl. According to his 
own account. Brown has had a hard 
time of it in his wanderings in an ef- 
fort 10 evade justice. He went to 
Mexico but failed to find work there 
and started for Honolulu by way of 
this city, but had no better fortune 
there upon his arrival in his attempt 
to sret employment. He> traveled under 
an assumed name all the time but 
professed to have forgotten the numer- 
ous aliases he used. 


Since his arrival here ne tried to 


obtain work at anything, even as a 


day laborer, -but the fates were 
against him and-that could not be se- 
cured. The last money he claims to 
have had was stolen from him, he 
says. 


When Brown 
left 
New 
Holland. 


Ohio, he had a black moustache, now 
he is clean shaven. In a statement 
to the press after his arrest Brown ex- 
pressed a desire to be taken back to 
New Holland, Ohio, at once. 


A dispatch has been received stat- 


ing that requisition papers will be 
signed at one.e by Governor Nash of 
Ohio, and that officers will start from 
Columbus today to take him back.

LONDON LANCET 


HAS STORY OF NURSE 


Who Tried to Commit Suicide by Swallowing 


Two Tubes of Pure Culture Typhoid 


Baccilli. Will Get Well. 


New York, Oct. 24.—The London 


"Lancet" says the Herald's London 
correspondent reports that a nurse at 
one of the French hospitals has just 
tried a new -way of committing suicide, 
namely, by swallowing two tubes of 
Eberth's pure culture of typhoid bac- 
cillus. 


On the third day the nurse had a 


headache, but no fever. Several rose 
spots were visible on tbe eighth day. 
The short duration of the period of in- 
cubation is explained by the large 
number of bacilli introduced at one 
time, it proved to be a very severe* 
attack Of typhoid fever, but apparent- 
ly not fatal.
